THE ROEHAMPTON CUP. 
HE Pilgrims—Captain T. Melvill, Captain Weinholt, Mr. 
A. Grisar and Mr. F. Rich—won this cup by a single 
goal after a close and well-fought game against the 
Old Cantabs—Mr. Evelyn Rothschild, Captain Godfrey 
Heseltine, Mr. W. S. Buckmaster and Mr. A. L. Tate. 
The Old Cantabs were beaten by the superior balance and com- 
bination of the Pilgrims, who have had a most successful careet 
this season, and may go even further. 
HURLINGHAM AND THE COUNTY POLO ASSOCIATION. 

It seems likely that the Hurlingham Club may be asked before 
long to decide, or, at all events, to arrange, some points of Inter- 
national polo. We learn that the County Polo Association object 
to the final voice in polo remaining with the general meeting of 
the club at Hurlingham. This is an unsuitable body since it is 
desirable that in any appeal the committee should have moral 
support of the body of polo players behind it. This is offered 
to Hurlingham if they will give up the perfectly ineffectual veto 
they claim on polo matters for their general meeting. This, in 
moderate and respectful terms, has been objected to by the County 
Polo Association, and it is believed that it would be supported by 
the Hurlingham sub-committee for polo if that body were, as they 
have not been at the time of writing, consulted. It is absolutely 
necessary that English polo should be effectively represented, 
and no amount of votes of confidence or condolence will do away 
with the ill-effects of the lack of independence on outside polo 
matters of the sub-committee. Up to the present the sub-com- 
mittee have not held a meeting this polo season, and we await their 
views with interest. 

THE ROEHAMPTON PONY SHOW. 

In a week when no polo matches of first-rate importance were 
taking place the Roehampton Show of the Polo and Riding Pony 
Society took place. In this show we are certain to see the best 
of the breeding and playing classes. The judges were Sir H. 
de Trafford and Captain Phipps Hornby, and their opinions 
were awaited with interest, and their awards received with the 
respect due to men who have been successful breeders and first- 
class players. The show began with a three year old class, Mr. 
W. Fleming’s chestnut, Romance II., winning from Sir J. 
Barker’s Sandipix. The breeding of Romance II. is interesting, 
is he is by Rajah, by Rupert, by Rosewater, and thus comes of a 
line which combines thorough-bred Arab and mountain and moor- 
and strains of blood.

The second-best pony in 
this class was Miss Imogen Collier's Cornsheaf, but this pony 
was slightly tender as the result of the hard ground. Mr. George 
Miller won in a very strong class of polo-bred ponies with Honey 
suckle, the pony mentioned above as being one of the best of the 
smaller ponies of the day, whether in the show ring or the 
polo ground. The characteristic class of the Roehampton Show 
is that for studs of three ponies ready to play. In this class we 
see most of the best playing ponies of the day. The Duke ot 
Penaranda won with Mars, Quicksilver and Medina. Some of the 
ring-side critics preferred the Duke of Westminster’s team, and | 
had a leaning to Lord Shrewsbury’s ponics as being more of a sort 
than any of the others. Some well-known judges amused them- 
selves by calculating the value of the thirteen teams, and it was 
generally agreed that anyone who bought the thirty-nine ponies 
for anything under eight thousand pounds would make a certain 
profit on the deal. I am not going to dwell on the other classes. 
The quality of the ponies was so good and the merit so high that 
the positions of first and second are only much a matter of opinion, 
The Duke of Westminster’s chestnut, Rathlea, won in the novice 
and middle-weight classes, and the Duke had a further triumph 
in heavy-weights with his brown gelding Unknown, In light 
weights Mr. A. Grisar’s Sunbeam followed up his Ranelagh and 
Hurlingham successes, and may fairly be reckoned the best light- 
weight pony of the season. In the other classes I preferred Mr. 
3uckmaster’s Mynora to the winner, but this is very much a matte 
of opinion, for all were good all-round polo ponies. 
THE CHAMPION CUP AT HURLINGHAM. 

The day after this appears the Champion Cup at Hurlingham 
will be decided. There are ten teams, and the cup is very open 
The Tigers are the strongest team on paper, but they meet thx 
Old Cantabs in the first round, and the winners of this tie should 
prove the winners of the tournament. It is probable that cach 
team will have an International player, Mr. Freake plaving for the 
Old Cantabs and Captain Leslie Cheape for the Tigers.

Captain Cheape, Mr. H. G. M. Railston, Major Mathew-Lannowe 
and Captain C. F. Hunter—look like being better balanced, and 
are possibly better mounted, on the whole, than the Old Cantabs ; 
but I have great faith in Mr. Buckmaster’s leading and his combina- 
tion with Mr. Freake. Of the other teams entered, the Quidnuncs— 
the Duke of Penaranda, Captain Tomkinson, Captain E. W. Palmes 
and Captain Barrett—and the Pilgrims—Captain Melvill, Mr. A. 
Grisar, Captain E. A. Weinholt and Captain V. D. Lockett—look 
like having a good chance.

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RANDOM COMMENT. 


WO announcements of vital interest to motorists were 
made last week Three of the leading tire makers 
issued new price lists, showing considerable reduc 
tions, and the head of one of the biggest petrol firms 
in the world stated, in the course of his speech to the 

shareholders, that there was no likelihood of a further rise in the 
price of spirit tor some time to come Considering the enor- 
mous profits which the oil companies are making, they might have 
been expected to relieve the pressure on the consumer in the same 
way as the tire makers have done. Petrol, however, is practicallv 
a monopoly, whereas in the tire business there is, fortunately, 
very keen competition. I have only seen one of the new tire price 
lists, and that showed the very acceptable reduction of, roughly, 
fifteen per cent. all round. The other two have probably been 
revised on a similar scale, as the three makers in question generally 
maintain a fairly even level of prices 

So far as the petrol question is concerned, one might hazard 
a guess that the further rise in price which has been generally feared 
and anticipated for some months past has been averted largely 
as a result of the 
increasing use by 
motorists of petrol f 
substitutes. 
I do not suppose 
that the quantity 
of benzol actually 
consumed in cars 
at the present 
time is sufficiently 
large to affect the 
petrol importers 
seriously, but it 
must be a litth 
disquieting to the 
big oil companies 
to sec that 
motorists are be 
ginning to realist

MARINE MOTORING AND ITS COST. 

N certain respects the cost of the upkeep of a motor-car has 
appreciably increased during recent years. This is due to 
the high taxation of the vehicle and its fuel, and also to the 

fact that the price of the latter has been nearly doubled. 
Therefore, those in search of really cheap motoring may well turn 
their attention to one form of the pastime that has so far escaped 
the tender mercies of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. And this is the running of a 
motor-boat, which has the additional ad- 
vantage of requiring only such inexpensive fuel 
as paraffin. For, owing to a marine engine 
being for the most part kept at a constant 
specd, petrol is not necessary, any more than 
it is with a motor of the stationary type. In 
fact, the flexibility so essential in a car when 
hills, awkward turnings and much traffic are 
encountered loses its importance in a _ boat. 
Those ever-recurring and_ delicate’ varia- 
tions of speed, which can be accomplished 
with petrol, are not required when _travel- 
ling over a wide surface that always finds 
its own level. Even in those cases where the 
spirit is preferred on account of its greater 
cleanliness, the marine motorist can obtain

THE ROAD CONGRESS. 

The third International Road Congress was opened on Mead: 
last by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who in the course of ar 
interesting speech, mentioned that thirty-nine Governments wer 
officially represented. Tracing the history of roads in this countr 
he stated that almost up to the end of the eighteenth century w 
had hardly a road in the modern sense of the term. Now ther 
were two hundred and thirty-one thousand miles of about the best 
roads in the civilised world. In Great Britain and Ireland ther 
were two hundred and twenty thousand motor vehicles, which, h 
thought, was twice as many as any other country in Europe, but 
only a third of the number in the United States. The result was 
that the cost of road maintenance had increased from eight an 
a-half millions for England and Wales alone in 1892 to fifteen an 
a-half millions in 1912. He was glad to note that the Road Boar 
in spite of all temptations to the contrary, had confined its grants 
to works of improvement as distinct from maintenan \I 
arrangement had been effected between the Board and the Middlesex 
County Council for a new exit from London which would cost fiv 
hundred thousand pounds, of which the Board would contribut 
three-fourths. The exit was very badly needed, and would prow 
an enormous convenience to all classes of road users. It wou 
also contribute towards the solution of the housing questi 
Sir George Gibb, in his presidential address, dwelt largely on th 
financial question involved in adapting the old roads to moder 
requirements. He maintained that there was no considerabl 
movement of British opinion towards road administration by 
central department of State. Great improvements had _ bec! 
achieved since the Biussels Congress, and dust had been conquere' 
by treatment with tar and bitumen. In Great Britain tar macada! 
had definitely taken the place of water-bound macad i 
country roads of any importance.

FAIR PARTRIDGE PROSPECTS. 
PEAKING generally, the little partridges seem this year 


to have passed through the first, which is also the worst, 

crisis in their lives, that is to say, their hatching out 

into the world, with much credit and renown. There 

have been local exceptions, where the thunderstorms 
have been so heavy, just at the very worst moment, that they have 
drowned the young birds of that particular district clean off the 
face of the earth. But that catastrophe has only happened over 
a few and narrowly circumscribed areas, and on the whole the 
hatch out has been a good one. There is some difference in the 
reports as to the circumstances in which the young birds found 
themselves, after having hatched out and while hungry for soft 
insect food. The days were rather dry before the hatching out 
date, and in places there was a scarcity of insects. But this, too, 
was exceptional rather than general, and the birds may be taken 
to have entered into the world with very fairly good prospects. 
It is a commonplace remark of cricketing shooters that a good 
deal depends, as regards the welfare of the partridges, on the 
weather conditions about the time of the Gentlemen and Players 
match at Lord’s—that is to say, this year, July 14th and following 
days. If, at this match, there be a few cessations of play, owing 
to the players being driven in by some passing showers, it is really 
of better omen for the fortunes of the partridges than if cricket 
is uninterrupted and the batsmen score a multitude of runs on 
fast and fiery wickets. Such run-getting and such wickets indicate 
a likelihood of droughty conditions in which the birds are apt 
to be weakened by failure of their water supply and by drinking 
from stagnant and insanitary puddles a little later on in the year. 
All that, however, is a question of some weeks to come, and for 
the present, at all events, the outlook is generally a good one 

CHARLES ST. JOHN’S WAY WITH HIS DOGS. 

Perhaps in these days, when driving is so.much the vogue 
and we do so little shooting over dogs, we do not read as atten- 
tively as we ought to, when we do take the business of breaking 
dogs in hand, the wisdom in that regard of our forefathers, who 
shot at a date when a well-broken dog was essential to sport. There 
are some hints very much to the purpose in that pleasant old book. 
““ Wild Sports of the Highlands,” by St. John. “It is a great 
point,”’ he writes, “in all dogs to allow them to be as much at 
liberty as possible ; no animal kept shut up in a kennel or place 
of confinement can have the same use of his senses as one who is 
allowed to be at large to gain opportunities of exerting his powers 
of observation and increase his knowledge in the ways of the world. 
Dogs who are allowed to be always loose are very seldom mis- 
chievous and troublesome ; it is only those who are kept too long 
shut up and in solitude that rush into mischief the moment they 
are at liberty.”’ 

DOG'S INTELLIGENCE IMPROVED BY MAN’S 
COMPANIONSHIP. 

It is of his pointers and setters that Mr. St. John writes this, 
pointing out the intelligence of his own dogs and how much of it 
he deems to be due to companionship with him and freedom to use 
their wits. The pointer or setter is seldom the intimate friend 
of its master to-day, but we still have that pleasant relation between 
man and dog in the case of many a retriever, and experience with 
that breed very strongly confirms all that Mr. St. John says here. In 
another place he writes: ‘‘ The dog that lives with his master 
constantly, sleeping before his fire instead of in the kennel, and 
hearing and seeing all that passes, learns, if at all quick-witted, 
to understand not only the meaning of what he sees going on, 
but also, frequently, in the most wonderful manner, all that is 
talked of.” He goes on to give instances in point, out of his own 
experience, which may be confirmed by that of all who have 
made dogs their friends.

piece as the magnificent State bedstead which we illus- 
trate on this page a matter of moment for the collector, 
but when to its technical beauties it adds the charm of 
historic association, the range of its interest immediately becomes 
extended almost indefinitely. The bedstead in question certainly 
lacks nothing, either in appearance or romantic associations. 
Very briefly put, its history is that it came from Cumnor, the ancient 
seat of the Robsart family, near Kenilworth, having been handed 
down from generation to generation as the bed specially used by 
the beautiful, ill-fated Amy Robsart, and it is now being exhibited 
by Messrs. Gregory and Co. of 19, Old Cavendish Street, W 
fo the connoisseur the chief interest will centre in the extra- 
ordinarily fine posts, which show a perfect proportion, not only in 
line, but also in the smallest details of design, which is only found 
in the finest work of the period. Thus, the heavy and broadly 
treated pattern and bold nulling which decorates the massive, 
bulbous base is replaced in the smaller repeated bulb above by a 
delicate acanthus ornamentation, surmounted by a simple jewelled 
band and a more open nulling, while the heavy Tudor roundels on 
the intervening pillar are replaced on the tapering upper part by a 
simple strapwork. The tester which these beautiful posts support 
is divided into six oblong panels inlaid with narrow lines of bog

OUR DISTANT EMPIRE 


FARMING IN CENTRAL ALBERTA. 

HE great area known as Central Alberta, commercia!|y 
tributary to Edmonton, the Alberta capital, is some- 
what sharply differentiated, in many respects, from 
other portions of the Canadian West, and presents 
features quite different to the ordinary conception 

of conditions in the prairie provinces. While agriculture js 
and probably always will remain, the principal industry of ¢\,js 
area, the resources of the country are by no means confined 1 
agriculture. Surrounding the provincial capital and exten 
far to the westward is a great coalfield, probably the lar: +s; 
in the Dominion, the known coal-bearing area of which is pla ed 
by the Department of Mines of the Dominion Governmen. at 
10,600 square miles, with a coal content estimated at at |. jst 
60,000 millions of tons. It is probable, however, in fact ; js 
practically certain, that as the country comes to be better kno 
those figures will be very materially increased. At the pre- nt 
time, there are something over thirty producing mines in ad 
around Edmonton. Production has not yet reached any | ~ 
figures, but has increased from about 100 tons per day in ! 00 
to more than 3,000 tons daily in 1912; and there is alr st 
unlimited opportunity for further expansion. Farther \\ + 
between the head-waters of the Brazeau River and the ot 
of the Rocky Mountains, but still in Central Alberta, ad 
commercially tributary to Edmonton, at least three ¢ at 
corporations, with enormous capitalisation, are preparing 01 
development on a very extensive scale of the high-grade |  u- 
minous coal found there. All three of the great Trans »n- 
tinental railway systems serving Central Alberta are bi ily 
engaged building branch lines to serve these collieries and ot +s 
which will develop there. 

Then Central and Northern Alberta have timber resoi. «es 
of great value. In Edmonton alone are mills employing 1. ore 
than 500 hands, engaged in sawing this timber into lum. cr, 
more than 25,000,000ft. of lumber being produced each sea-»n. 
Other industries, employing several hundreds of hands, are 
engaged in converting this lumber into more highly finished 
products. In outlying districts are a number of small sawmills 
producing for local trade, the aggregate production of such 
mills reaching considerable figures. In new districts to the 
west, north-west and north, in country as yet inaccessible, but 
soon to be reached by railways, are considerable forests of 
spruce timber as yet untouched, which will be readily floated 
down the numerous streams along which it lies, to be manu- 
factured at points where such streams will be crossed by railways. 
Other natural resources of great economic value, but at present 
undeveloped, pending construction of railways now reaching 
out from Edmonton, are oil, asphalt, tar sands and natural gas, 
salt, gypsum for hard plaster, and marl and limestone, suitable 
for making Portland cement. One very important enterprise 
now being engaged in is the installation of extensive cement- 
making equipment. 

It is in regard to its agriculture, however, that Central 
Alberta differs most radically from other portions of the Canadian 
West. The agricultural prosperity of Central Alberta is not 
dependent to any serious extent upon its ability to raise wheat. 
While Government statistics appear to indicate that Central 
Alberta fields produce on the average rather better crops of 
wheat than the best of the open prairie districts given over to 
wheat-growing exclusively, yet the area devoted to wheat 1s 
relatively not large, and a Central Alberta farmer’s wheat crop 
is usually only an incident—an important one, perhaps, but 
still but an incident—in his year’s operations. The reason for 
this is that in Central Alberta conditions of soil and climate 
lend themselves very readily to forms of agriculture whic! ar 
more profitable, tend to more permanent prosperity and 
have greater attraction for the farmer of experience than the 
growing of wheat as the sole, or even the main, industry. 


These differences of soil and climate are to some e tent 
obvious to the casual observer, as indicated by the dili-rent 
appearance of the country. Central Alberta is, gen “ally 
speaking, a partially-wooded country, park-like and attr. tiv’ 
in appearance, as contrasted with the bare plains in th: ll- 
wheat ”’ districts, and consisting of a never-ending succ s!00 
of gentle undulations, in few places rising to the « nity 
of hills. Rich fields alternate with clumps of timbe and 
rich pasture land—altogether a pleasant, home-like « try. 
The pasture is rich and lush throughout a long seas ny 
and every year, coming early and keeping go ate 
into the fall. The farmers have discovered that co oe 
are peculiarly favourable for the production of timo’ ay 
and other cultivated grasses. Excellent crops of ! are 
readily produced, though farmers are not yet availing t! ves 
of this fact as generally as they might do with a ge.

the man accustomed to raising cattle and horses, or to the 
production ot milk in conjunction with the growing of grain. 

The great fertility of the soil, generally a rick black loam 
over a clay subsoil, combined with comparatively heavy trainfa"! 
at the time most needed, tends to the production of very heavy, 
crops of oats and barley of very fine sample; oats frequent!, 
yielding over 100 bushels to the acre, of grain testing from 
40lb. to 46lb. to the measured bushel. Occasionally oats 
weighing 48lb. and even 5o0lb. to the bushel are grown. Th: 
grains are grown to some extent for market, but are also us 
to a considerable extent on the farm for feeding purposes, a: 
bring a much higher price in the form of beef, butter, milk 
bacon than if sold at the elevators. 

For anything he can produce, with possibly the sin 
exception of wheat, the Central Alberta farmer finds a rea 
and practically unlimited market, at higher prices than 
generally obtainable by the farmer of Eastern Canada, nm 
withstanding that the Central Alberta farmer produces at mu 
lower cost and on much cheaper land. In Central Alber 
nothing has been heard of the car shortage, elevator congesti 
and glutted wheat market, which so badly worried the whe 
farmers of other portions of the West during the past win 
and spring, and which has come to be something of an anm 
occurrence. While every Central Alberta farmer grows so 
wheat (both spring and winter varieties are equally successfi 
he usually plants at least an equal acreage of oats, and gro 
some barley. He is either raising beef or keeping a dairy her 
perhaps both. His great crops of oats, unthreshed, make t 
best of dairy feed; his steers, unless being fed for mark 
subsist principally on straw left from threshing, and are winter 
outside, costing scarcely anything. He is keeping some ho 
which are fed during the summer on dairy waste and pastu 
and are finished on roots and crushed barley. He is also proba! 
raising colts from his working mares, and is possibly keepi 
a few sheep. 

When he has taken three or four grain crops off a field 
mixes some timothy with his seed grain, and the following ye 
without any further cultivation or expense, and for thi 
succeeding years, if he so desires, he takes off crops of timot! 
hay, which pay him better than any wheat crop he can expert 
to raise. Besides which these timothy meadows afford the m 
magnificent late pasture, keeping green almost into wint 
and if he is a dairyman are worth all it costs him to grow t! 
timothy, without regard to the value of the hay. This hay 
however, he finds a ready market for at very profitable figures 
He is at the same time clearing his land and maintaining its 
fertility. It will, therefore, be seen that during each of the fifty- 
two weeks he is in a position to market some of his products 
if he so wishes ; and at no time is he compelled to rush on to 
a market already congested great quantities of grain which 
the elevators cannot hold and which the railways are unable 
to move. With his more limited production of grain, he can 
take care of it in his home granary, and market it when con- 
ditions are favourable. If he needs money in the meantime 
he sells some steers or a few hogs ; and he has his cheque ever) 
two weeks from the creamery for his milk or cream. 

This, it has always seemed to the writer, is the kind of 
farming that should prove attractive to the competent farmer 
from Great Britain. The knowledge and experience ol 
such a man is largely wasted when he_ goes _ into 
farming in a district where natural conditions tend towards 
continuous growing of wheat, a method of farming 
opposed to everything he has learned all his life. The write! 
is of opinion that the fact that there are relatively very few 
farmers from Great Britain in Western Canada is largely attribu 
table to what may be termed the Magnification of Wheat. The 
old country farmer has heard enough, and to spare, about wheat 
but he has not been told that throughout an enormous area 
in Alberta he will find conditions eminently favourable for rea! 
farming, such as he has been accustomed to, but more 
auspicious than those he has been accustomed to at home

AWARDS AND CRITICISMS. 


y N Country Lire of March 22nd particulars were published 
of an Architects’ Competition for designs of a house, 
to be built at Forest Row from the plans submitted 
by the winner of the first prize. It was the most important 
architectural competition ever instituted by a newspaper, 
only on account of the size of the house, but also because 
ideas expressed on paper were to stand the ordeal of being 
tr nsformed into brick and mortar on a site of unusual beauty. 

It is evident that the scheme was warmly welcomed by 
ti architect subscribers of Country LIFE, to whom it was 
coifined, because one hundred and ninety-seven of them 
eniered. So interesting are the results, as showing the many 
forms which may be taken by a house of fixed size and accommo- 
dation, which is to cost between three and four thousand pounds, 
thet it was decided to devote a separate supplement to the 
illustration of the prize-winning designs and of others of especial 
merit. The judges have reported as follows : 

“We have carefully examined the designs submitted in 
the CountRY Lire Competition for a house to be built at Forest 
Row, Sussex. Having taken into account the conditions laid 
down, and in particular the limits of size, accommodation and 
cost, we make the following awards :

“The Second Prize of {40 to Mr. Cyril A. Farey. 

“The Third Prize of £20 to Mr. A. Winter Rose. 

“The Fourth Prize of {10 to Messrs. Geoffry Lucas and 
Arthur Lodge. 

‘A Prize of Books to the value of {10 to Mr. E. 
Brantwood Maufe. 

“A Prize of Books to the value of {10 to Mr. Leslie 
Mansfield. 

“The Prize of {20 for the best Perspective Drawing

Cheques for the six cash prizes have been posted to the 
successful competitors. Mr. Curtis Green has received instruc- 
tions to prepare working drawings in accordance with the 
First Prize Design. The winners of the two Book Prizes have 
made their choice from the ‘Country Lire Library of 
Architecture and Gardening.” 

The house will be built by Messrs. Perry and Co. (Bow 
Limited, who are starting the work without delay, and it is 
hoped that by next summer a full set of photographs of the 
completed building will be reproduced in Country LIFE. 

The thanks, not only of Country Lire, but also of the 
competitors, are due to the judges for the long time and con- 
siderable labour which they devoted to assessing the Competition. 


NOTES ON THE DESIGNS. 


By LAWRENCE WEAVER. 

HE problems put before the architect readers of COUNTRY 

Lire differed very greatly from those of the Cottage 
Competition which was decided last December. 

In that case the accommodation and cost were 
severely limited, as was suitable in the case of a little 

holiday home. The problem in the present competition was 
to give practical and dignified shape to a country house of 
moderate size, with the following accommodation: Hall, 
dining-room, drawing-room, study, six bedrooms and one o1 
two dressing-rooms for the family, two servants’ bedrooms, 
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the usual kitchen ‘offices, a garage and accommodation for an 
electric light plant. Limits of cubical content and cost were 
included in the competition, and allowed reasonable latitude 
in the employment of good, but not extravagant, materials. 
The competitors were also required to design the garden. The 
designs now illustrated will be understood the better if the 
nature of the site is understood. Covering rather more than two 
acres of Ryst Wood and oblong in shape, with sides almost 
parallel, it measures a little more than one hundred and fifty 
vards over its longest dimension, and averages about seventy 
vardsin width. Its main axisruns from north-west to south-east, 
and, as is seen by the garden plans reproduced, it runs to a point 
at its south-east end. There is a gentle slope upwards to that 
end from the approach road. From the southern end of the 
site there are broad views over the Royal Ashdown Forest 
Golf Course southwards, and to the higher forest land towards 
Hartfield eastwards. Three great chestnut trees and one double 
oak are important features of the site, and they obviously 
needed to be preserved as features of the garden scheme. To 
the north-east, and covering much of the land vetween them 
and the approach road, is a charming plantation of oaks and 
firs, Nature's ready-grown protection. The first consideration, 
therefore, was for the right placing of the house. It is obvious 
that it would not be appropriate to build it close to the road, 
as in that position the fine range of view would be blotted 
out by the trees. It also seems desirable, in order to secure 
the utmost possible privacy for the garden, that the carriage 
road to the house should creep up the site at one edge instead 
of being carried up the middle. With regard to the aspect 
of the main garden front, the choice lay Letween south-east, 
due south, or south with a touch of west, all satisfactorv.

SECOND PRIZE DESIGN. 

Mr. Cyril Farey, to whom has been 
awarded the Second Prize, submitted a design of notable 
interest and scholarship. It shows, indeed, a _ definite 
classical idea, represented in a very personal way. It is 
worthy, in fact, of the brilliant reputation of Mr. Farey, 
who last January carried off the Tite Prize of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects for the Facade of a Royal 
Palace. Mr. Farey’s house is not so well placed on the 
site as Mr. Curtis Green’s, as the carriage approach divides 
the wild garden into two halves. On the north, or entrance 
front, a little courtyard is provided, surrounded by a cloister- 
like arrangement. Three alleys of this cloister serve as 
passages to the staircase hall and sitting-rooms, while the 
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remaining alley is ingeniously appropriated to the purposes 
of a pantry. Mr. Farey, however, has broken down on 
his kitchen plan. The arrangement of the bedrooms is 
perhaps the best that was submitted. The elevations are 
of great dignity, but it is doubtful whether the dormer 
windows when built would look so well as they appear 
in Mr. Farey’s cleverly drawn bird’s-eye view. The main 
criticisms of this design are that the house is not big enough 
in scale for the plan adopted, that the courtyard entrance is 
an admirable feature, but would need to be at least double the 
size to be effective, and that the elevations are rather un-

The fineness of workmanship, admirable in itself, which marks 
Mr. Carse’s model, is appropriate to models of machinery, 
or models of buildings which are required for legal purposes. 
In the model of a country house the main qualities to be looked 
for are, first of all, accuracy of scale, but, secondly, an artistic 
quality which commends the building to the eye, and regarded 
in this light, Mr. Lionel Crane’s model meets all the re- 
quirements. 

With regard to the design which it interprets, Mr. Crane 
put himself out of court by setting the house at the edge of the 
approach road, with the result that the splendid views to the 
south would be entirely blotted out by intervening trees. Even 
if it were to be assumed that these trees would be cut down 
a quite incredible assumption—the southward rise in the ground 
would be enough to destroy the possibility of a view. In point 
of planning the house is satisfactory, and Mr. Crane has provided 
a good balcony on the garden front, with doors from two of 
the bedrooms. The little gables treated in white “roughcast 
look rather spotty, and one may be somewhat doubtful about

The width on the entrance front between 
the projecting kitchen wing and the garden room is only thirty-six 
feet, and the little forecourt thus formed would be too small for 
a motor-car of ordinary size to set down at the front door with 
any comfort. It is easy to exaggerate the importance of this in 
acountry house, but it is a point which ought not to be 
overlooked. 

Many designs submitted show attractive little features of 
garden design, and the perspective of Mr. Bernard Scott's 
terrace shows a happy arrangement of pool, hedge and steps. 

Mr. Marchant elected to use plastered brick walls, with dressings 
and chimneys of the local stone. He is one of the few competitors 
who has provided a big balcony on the garden front, but it does 
not seem to be very well placed with reference to the other rooms. 
Such a balcony is useful for people who fancy sleeping in the open 
air, and, if provided, should adjoin a bedroom, so that a bed may 
be wheeled on to it.
